It  is  an  extensive  work  in  two  volumes 
containing  <nrecl,5bo pages.  Cloth  bound, 
it  costs  $3.00 j bound  in  sheep,  $4.00.

It  ip  sad  to  contemplate  any  decline  in 
the  vigor  and  scope  of  Work  done  by  this 
venerjuble  institution,  xfittlf  a busy  reconi 
of  eighty -eight  years,  living  been  organ- 
ized in  1816,  six  years,  later  than  the 
American  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
’ Foreign  Missions,  dnd  .only  two  years 
later  :han  the  Americau  Baptist  Mission- 
ary l nion.  The  main,'  basil  principle  of 
this  organization  is  missionary.  It  has 
done  a very  large  business  in  the  transla- 
tion a nd  tree  cirtulation  of  the  Scriptures 
amon  ; the  nations  and  tribes  of  the  earth. 
At  th^  tim^  this  Society  sprang'  into  ex- 
istent r the  ^lible  had  l>een  translated  into 
about!  forty  tongues.  Now' it  is- read  in 
more  than  four  hundred  languages  and 
dialects,  by  people  scattered  over  a large 
portii^i  of  the  earth. 

The  large  falling  off  of  gifts  to  this  old 
Societ  rmay  be  difficult  of  explanation.  In- 
deed t le  causes  are  doubtless  complex.  It 
__  is  tru<4  one  distinct  cause  of  this  falling  oft 
lies  inlffc:  alienation  and detfiection  of  Bap- 
j tist  be  levolences  from  the  treasury.  Bap- 
tists hi  tve  been  censured  by  other  denomi- 
nation i (of  withholding  in  part  their  help 
from  the  Society.  When  the  Society  flatly 
and  finally  refused  to  publish  Dr.  Judson’s 
transfixion  of  the  New  Testament  into  the 
Bumui;  language,  all  well-informed  and 
self-resjpecting  .Baptists  began  to  cease 
from  m participation  in  the  work  in 
which  they  had  formerly  co  operated  in 
full.  At  the  Society  persistently  refused  to 
print  our  version  of  the  Testament  in  Bur- 
mese, We  were  compelled  to  violate  our 
const ie lie  and  stultify  our  scholarship, 
and  thtij|  suppress  a correct  translation  of 
the  Wori  from  the  Burmese  people,  or  have 
our  printing  done  elsewhere.  Baptists 
could  ndt  stultify  themselves  and  prove 
disloyal  (to  their  king  and  this  heathen  peo-  , 
pie.  Th^n,  if  they  must  in  part  at  least, 
have  their  '1  estaments  published  elsewhere,  ] 
and,  of  Jourse,  pay  for  it,  they  must  with-  j 
draw  some  of  their  financial  support  of 
the  Society.  This  must  follow  whether 


or  in  the  form  of 
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they  were  stung  and  insulted  or  not,  as 
their  resources  were  limited.  This  unfor- 
tunate and  unwise  step  was  taken  seventv 
years  ago.  During  this  long  period  Bap- 
tists have,  because  they  were  forced  to,  es- 
1 tablished  printing  houses  of  their  own, 
where  they  can  print  the  pure  Word  of 
God  as  they  understand  it.  So  naturally 
more  and  more,  the  Baptists  have  with- 
drawn from  co-operation  with  this  old  in- 
stitution. And  qot  only  Baptists,  but 
other  denominations,  for  other  and  diftir- 
ent  reasons,  have  established  their  own 
publishing  houses^  where  large  quantities 
of  Bibles  and  Testaments  arc  printed  and 
sold.  All  this  has  had  a tendency  tp  limit 
the  sales  of  the  Society  and  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  money!  contributed  to  ifc. 

And  the  recent  rule  adopted,  refusing  to 
publish  the  Revision  of  the  Scriptures  by 
the  committee,  composed  of  the  American 
wing  and  the  English  wing  drove 
many  from  its  sflpport.  Common  sense 
will  suggest  to  ajny  thinking  person  that 
the  Revised  Version  is  much  superior  to 
thtCdmpion  Version,  especially  is  this  true 
of  the  work  of  the  American  Committee. 

We  are  unable  to  perceive  the  duty  of 
Baptists  to  neglict  their  own  printing 
plants  to  support  the  Society.  However, 
if  help  can  be  extended  by  Baptists  without 
neglect  to  their  printing  establishments;  or 
if  any  Baptists  anywhere,  wish  to  help 
this  old,  time-hofiored  Bible  Society,  we 
know  of  no  law  against  doing  so.
